But, having gained very credible intelligence, on 
the 21ſt of the ſame month, whereby J had reaſon to 
ſuppole the French fleet was then but a few leagues far- 
ther to the Weſtward, the courſe before ſteered was 
altered accordingly. 

On the morning of the 28th the Enemy were diſco— 
vered far to windward, and partial actions were en- 
gaged with them that evening and the next day. 

The weather gage having been obtained, in the 

rogreſs of the laſt mentioned day, and the fleet being 
in a ſituation for bringing the Enemy to cloſe act ion 
the iſt inſtaut, the ſhips bore up tog5ther tor that pur- 
fe, between ſeven and eight o'clock in the morning. 

The French, their force confitiing of twenty- ſix ſhips 
of the line, oppoſed to his Majeſty's flect of twenty- 
five (the Audacious having parted company with the 
ſternmoſt ſhip of the line, captured in the night of the 
28th) waited for the action, and fuſtained the attack 
with their cuſtomary reſolution. 

In leſs than an hour after the cloſe action commenced 
in the center, the French Admiral, engaged by the 
Queen Charlotte crowded off, and was followed by 
moſt of the ſhips of his van in condition to carry ſail 
after him, leaving with us about ten or twelve of his 
crippled or totally diſmaſted ſhips, excluſive of one 
ſunk in the engagement. The Queen Charlotte had 
then Joit her fore-topmaſt, and the main-topmaſt fell 
over over the fide very ſoon after. 

The greater number of the other ſhips of the Britiſh 
ficet were, at this time, ſo much diſabled or widely 
ſeparated, and under ſuch circumſtances with reſpect 
to thoſe ſhips of the Enemy in a ſtate for action, — 
with which the firing was ſtill continued, that two or 
three, even of their diſmantled ſhips, attempting to get 
away under a ſpritſail ſingly, or ſmaller fail raiſed on 
the ſlump of the foremaſt, could not be detained. 

Seven remained in our poſſeſſion, one of which, 
however, ſunk before the adequate aſſiſtance could be 
given to her crew ; but many were ſaved. 5

The Brunſwick having loſt her mizen- maſt in the 
action, and driſted to lee ward of the French retreating 
ſhips, was obliged to put away large to the northward 
from them. Not fecing her chaſed by the Enemy in 
that predicament, 1 latter myſelf ſhe may arrive in 
ſafety at Plymouth. All the other twenty-four ſhips of 
his Majelty 5 fleet re- aſſembled later in the day; and I 
am preparing to return with them, as ſoon as the cap- 
tured ſhips of the Enemy are ſecured, to Spithead. 

The material injury to his Majeſty⸗ s ſhips, I under- 
ſtand, is confined principally to their maſts and yards, 
which I conclude will be ſpeedily replaced. 

I have not been yet able to collect regular accounts 
of the killed and wounded-1n the different ſhips. Cap- 
tain Monrague 1s the only officer of his rank who fell 
in the action. The numbers of both deſcriptions I 
hope will prove ſinall, the nature of the ſervice con- 
fidercd; bur | have the concern of having to add, on 
the ſame ſubject, that Admiral Graves has received a 
wound in the arm, and that Rear-Admirais Bowyer and 
Paſley, and Captain Hutt of the Queen, have each 
had a leg taken. off; they are, however, I have the 
ſatisfaction to hear, in a favourab'e ſtate under thoſe 
misfortunes, In the captured ſhips the numbers of 
killed and wounded appear to be very conſiderable.

ADMIRAL EARL HOWE, 


Mr, Secretary Duxpas, purſuant to the notice he 
had given of moving for a vote of thanks to Earl Howe, 
and the other Admirals, Officers, and Scamen of the 
Britiſh fleer, entered into a very ſtrong eviogium on 
the noble Earl's conduct. He called the victory lately 
obtained over the French navy, one of the moſt brilliant 
actions that ever the page of hiſtory recorded: it was a 
victory ſo brilliant and fo ſignal, that the enemy had 
not the pretence to ſay that they were overpowered by 
a {uperior force. What his own feelings were upon the 
occaſion, he had not language ſufficiently adequate to 
do juſtice ro; and what the feelings of the public were 


on this moſt glorious event, might be read in the gene- 


ral expreſſions of joy throughout the kingdom. Never 
was an action fought with greater bravery ; never was 
the ſkill of the noble Earl ſo admirably czemplified, or 
ſo ſucceſsfully put into practice. His manceuvres were 
of the moſt maſterly kind, and his courage did honour 
to his profeſſion, It frequently happened in naval en- 
gagements, that the admirals had to blame the officers, 
and the officers the admirals; but on the late occaſion, 
the admirals, ofEcers, and men, ſcemed to be animated 
with one foul, to be fired with the ſame ardour, and ro 
be impelled by one motive to action. This brilliant 
victory was ſingular in one reſpect, that no one man 
had to call another to account for his condutt. The 
loweſt ſcaman in the flcet looked upon hini{clf on that 
day as the conqueror of the enemy. What demanded 
the greateſt poſſible commendation, was the national 
humanity that had been evinced ; for ſcarcely had the 
minds of the men ſubſided from that degree of heat 
and fierceneſs that of neceſſity muſt be preduced under 
uch circumſtances, when, according to the fit diſpatch 
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that was. ſent home by the noble Farl, they uſed the 
utmoſt excrtions to ſave the lives of the men on board 
the ſinking ſhips of the enemy. *© Let any man (ex- 
claimed Mr. Dundas) contraſt this conduct with the 
decree of another nation, the object of which is, that 
no quarter is to be ſhewn!” Mr. Dundas ſaid, he 
ſhould not dweli longer upon the ſubject, becauſe what 
he cou!d ſay would by no means add to the merit of 
the noble Earl. There was, however, one circumſtance 
thet he beyged leave to ſtate: He happened to be 


ex}

preſent. at a converiarion that took place about a year 
ago, between his May ſty's Miniſters and the gallant 
Yarl, who ſurpriſed him on account of the eagerneſs that 
he diſplayed at his time of life, and the keenneſs and 
fire with which he appeared io be animated. His 
great with was to mect the enemy, which he had fo 
completely conquered, But the reaſon why he men— 
toned this circumſtance was to prove, that if any ſuſ- 
picion had been entertained that the noble Earl de- 
c/ined to meet the French fleet, it was totally void of 
foundation; for he would aſſert, that the conduct of the 
noble and gallant Admiral was as conſpicuous every 
day {ince he took the command of the fleet, as it was 
in the engagement that took place on the firſt of June. 
It was alſo particularly worthy of obſervation, that the 
zaval ſtate of this country at preſent, conſidered in 
point of force, and conſidered in point of the ſkill of 
the commanders, and the bravery of the men, was never 
ſo great or powerful in any period of our hiſtory.— 
During the whole courſe of the war we had loſt but 
three {hips of inferior force: on the other hand, we 
had captured not leſs than 118 of the enemy's ſhips, 
befides thoſe that we ſunk and deſtroyed. It would be 
\neediels for him to ſay more upon the preſent occaſion, 
as he had not the ſmalleſt ſhadow of doubt, but that 
every Member in that Houſe would give his moſt 


hearty concurrence to the reſo;ution that he had the 


honour to ſubmit. 
Mr. Dundas concluded with moving, -That the 
thanks of this Houle be given to Admiral Earl Howe, 
tor 
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for his able and gallant conduct in the moſt brilliant 
and deciſive victory obtained over the French fleet, on 
the firſt day of this inſtant June, by the fleet under his 
command, 

That the thanks of this Houſe be given to Admiral 
Graves, Admiral Sir Alexander Hood, Knight of the 
moſt Honourable Order of the Bath, Rear Admiral 
Bowyer, Rear Admiral Caldwell, R-ar Admiral Gard- 
ner, Rear Admiral Paſley, and Sir Roger Curtis, Kar. 
and to the ſeveral Captains and Officers of the fleet 
under the command of Admiral Earl Howe, for their 
bravery and gallant conduct on the ſaid moſt glorious 
occaſion ; and that Admiral Earl Howe do ſignify the 
ſame to them. 

That this Houſe doth highly approve of, and ac- 
knowledge the ſervices of the Seamen, Marines, and 
Soldiers, on board the ſhips under the command of 
Admiral Earl Howe, in the late glorious victory over 
the French fleet; and that the Captains of the ſeveral 
ſhips do ſignity the ſame to their reſpective crews, 
and do thank them for their gallant behaviour. 

Mr. Fox expreſſed, in the warmeſt terms that his 
heart could ſuggeſt, his entire concurrence with the 
motion ; for, however he might have differed with the 
noble Earl, who was the object of it, in political queſ- 
tions, on that great man's military and naval talents he 
had ever entertained but one opinion, viz. that they 
had been ever ſuch as ſet enmity at defiance, and made 


ſilence the utmoſt effort of malignity. As to the ſug- 


geſtion that might have eſcaped ignorant people, im- 
patient for events which were not to be commanded, 
and who, when an Admiral went to ſea, expected him 
to bring into Britiſh ports a French fleet in triumph, 
he, for his part, defpiſed them; and therefore, when 
Lord Howe had failed of getting up with the French 
fleet on a former occaſion, he was in his own mind con- 
vinced, that it was becauſe it Was IMPOSSIBLE to get 


up with them; had it been poſſible, the noble Admiral 


would have done it, for in all u he had maintained 
one uniform reputation, indiſputable for ſkill, and in- 
| diſputable

diſputable for ſpirit. He withed that the Right Hon- 
Secretary had confined his obſervations merely to Lord 
Howe, and not. under convoy, as 1t were, of rhat great 
man's name, carry encomiums on the conduct of Ad- 
miniſtration, or tack to the preſent account the ſhips 
taken on another; he would not, however, ſuffer that 
to detract from the opinion he meant to offer, or ani— 

madvert on any part of the Right Honourable Gentle- 
man's ſpeech, leſt it ſhould ſubj ect his ſentiments as to 
the late glorious victory to ambiguous or equĩvocal con- 
ſtruction. 

Mr. Fox then entered into a ftrain of warm enco- 
mium and applauſe of the victory of his Lordſhip, 
which he ſaid was not only deciſive, and magnificent 
in the whole, and uniform in al! its parts, and: above 
all, crowned with humanity, the inſeparable Companion 
of valour, but was as important in its confequences, as 
it was brilliant in acquiſition : and brilliant above all 
victories, he ſaid, it would be, if Miniſters would turn 
it to the view of obtaining a juſt and honourable peace, 

Inſtead of making it the Prete xt of perſiſting in a fruit- 
leſs and ruinous war. On the whole, he declared, that 
he never had given his aſſent to the thanks of that 
Houſe with more heartfelt pleaſure, or with more 1rre- 
ſiſtible impulſe from his reaſon, than he ſhould then do 
to the noble Admiral, who, after a long life which 
would have rendered any man il!uſtrious, had catched 
new and greater laurels, and added even t» the reſplen- 
dence of his fame. 

Mr. Fox added, that he firmly believed there never 
was an event in Britiſh Hiſtory on which the rejoicings 
were more hearticit, or ſo unanimous. 

Te was followed by 
Mr. STaxnLEyY and Mr. Ropinson, who were de- 


termined not to give a filent vote on fo glorious an 


event.

Mr. Duxpas then roſc, and after having, in terms

of June, when a deciſive victory was obtained by Ad- 
mirai Earl Howe over the French fleet; and to aſſure 
his Majeſty, that this houſe will make good the expence 
attending the lame. |

Lord Grenville roſe, he ſaid, in conſequence of 
the notice which he had the honour of giving their 
Lordſhips on Wedneſday, of his intention of moving 
the thanks of their Lordſhips to Lord Howe.

The Duke of GRArrox ſaid, he knew that the 
orders of the Houſe did not require that any motion 
ſhould be ſeconded : if they did, he ſhould have been 
zealous to have the honour of ſtanding forward upon 
this occaſion. He could not, however, avoid ſaying 
a few words upon this ſubject. He had had the honour 
of living in habits of the greateſt intimacy and friend- 
ſhip with the noble Admiral for a period of above 
thirty-five years; and during that whole time, he had 
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formed but one opinion of him, which was, that, ex- 
cluſive of his valuable qualities as a man, he was moſt 
eminently diſtinguiſhed as a ſtateſman, a ſeaman, and a 
hero. If he were to attempt, upon this occalion, to call 
to the recollection of the Houle the various important 
ſervices performed by the noble Lord for his country, 
his want of abilities to deſcribe them might, perhaps, 
take from the luſtre which belonged to them : he could 


not, however, avoid juſt mentioning ſome of the many 


glorious exploits performed by the noble Lord, which 
mult for ever enſure to him the gratitude of his country. 
The ſkill and bravery diſplayed by him in the war 
before the laſt, when he brought the Magnanime, which 
he then commanded, cloſe to a fort on the iſle of Rhe 
and ſilenced it, was an act which, at that time, excited 
the admiration of the whole kingdom. When after- 
wards he acted, together with the late Admiral Keppel, 
under the celebrated Lord Hawke, in the engagement 
on the coaſt of France with Monſieur de Conflans, he 
conducted himſelf in ſuch a manner as to receive from 
Lord Hawke the moſt diſtinguiſhed marks of approba- 
tion. Paſſing over a variety of other important ſervices, 
he ſhould come to the period when Lord Howe had a 
command in America laſt, war; and here he would 
venture to ſay, that if his conduct on that ſervice was 
tried by the teſts of truth and candour, the reſult would 
be highly to his honour, He came now to a circum- 
ſtance which excited the aſtoniſhment and admiration of 
all Europe, and was alone ſufficient to rank him among 
the firſt ſeamen this country ever produced he meant, 
the relief of Gibraltar, in the face of the combined 
fleets of France and Spain, which were at that time more 
in number by one third than his own, It was upon 
this occaſion that the great Frederick of Pruſſia paid his 
tribute of approbation to Lord Howe, in a letter which 
he ſent to him through the medium af his Miniſter at 
this Court, If any more was neceſſary to eſtabliſh the 
character of this gallant Admiral, it only remained to 
mention his laſt glorious victory, by which the naval

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His Grace ſaid, he was ſure there was not one noble 
Lord in that Houſe—nay, more, that there was not one

would always be crowned with ſucceſs He rejoiced at

Lord LAupERDALE ſaid, that he felt himſelf bound 
to ſay a few words, to prevent any miſconception of 
what had fallen from him when the Secretary of State 
gave notice of this Motion—he was afraid he might be 
ſuppoſed to have intimated ſomething like an idea of 
oppoling this Motion, than which nothing could be 
farther ek his intention. The conduct of the Noble 
Lord who was the ſubje& of this Motion, had been 
ſuch as to render it impoſſible for an idea of that kind 
to enter into the contemplation of any man in that 
Houſe, or in the Kingdom. So far from oppoſing, he 
wiſhed to be among the foremoſt in congratulating the 
Country, in congatulating the Noble Admiral, upon 
the glorious event.

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While England exerted herſelf at ſea, ſhe was invinci- 


ble; and that while the war continued, their attention 
would be turned to that object, and that they would no 
longer follow up their chimerical project of conquering 
France by land. Wherever the force of this Country 
had been employ-d for proper objects, it had been ſuc- 
ceſsful : in the Eaſt Indies, in the Welt Indies, and 
on the Ocean, our progreſs was marked with victory; 
but when we attempted to ſubvert the internal Govern- 
ment of France, by attacking her by land, we were

The Duke of CLARRNCE ſaid, that after ſo many 
Noble Lords had ſtared their ſentiments upon this ſub- 
Jed, the Houſe would forgive him if he treſpaſſed a few 
moments upon their attention—By the late glorious 
victory obtained by Lord Howe, the ſuperiority of the 
Engliſh was eſtabliſhed, and he hoped would remain 
ſo for ever.

The Lon CHANncErLoR reported to the Houſe, 
Earl Howe's Anſwer to the Thanks of the Houle of

* MY LORD, 

« Acknowledging my obligations in reſpe& of the

* been pleaſed to make known to me the highly

* mous Reſolution of Thanks of the Houſe of Lords, 
* fignified in your letter of the 14th inſtant, I am to 
entreat that you will have the further goodneſs to 
«*« aſſure their Lordſhips of the deep impreſſion I ſhall 
* ever retain of their condeſcending notice. 

The merit I would aſſume on this occaſion, con- 
*«« fiſts in my good fortune, inaſmuch as I had the 
schief command, when ſo many reſolute principal 
© and ſubordinate Officers, as well as brave Men 
* ſerving under their orders, were employed at that 
time in the Fleet; and I muſt add, that if there is 
* cauſe for triumph in the late defeat of the Enemy at 
e ſca, it is truly the triumph of the Britiſh Sailors, 
*© whole animated and perſevering courage, I believe, 
* has in no inſtance ever been exceeded. I ſhall,
